‘THE WAR IN ZULU. 
The news from the Cape up to 30th April, 
brought to Ceylon by the B. 1. N. 8, Co.’ 
steamer Banora, and te hand here to-day, 
is later by eight days than thé news brought 
by’ the Inst English mail. .

“The estimated loss of the onemy’in the 
attack of Kambuld camp is 3,200, and os 
many. at the battle of Ginginhlove. Two of 
Cetewayo's brothers, Ohai d Makwende, 
have eurrendered. The Lanéers’ and Dra- 
goons were to join Colonel Wood’s flying 
column, Lord Chelmsford had left for 
Dundee on the Northern border. ‘There was 
to be no advance till preparationa were oom- 
pleted. ‘The troops were to advance in. three 
columns about the 14th May. The whole 
force of, over 8,000 men and 2,000 ‘animals 
had been landed without single casualty. 
“Another convoy has left the Tugela for 
" tho; several forts, but we hope that the 


operations of mounted men will soon render | 


such large escorts unnecessary, The Com- 
missariat authorities are right, however, in 
laying in large supplies to as great a dis- 
tance in Zululand as possible, Should it be 
found possible to establish a landing-place 
at Point Durnford, the diffloulties of winter 
- oarriage will bo greatly lessened. Lord 
Chelmsford is now at Dundes, and we be- 
_Meve that a forward movement may be ex- 
peoted at an early date in May; but trans- 
- port diffloulties may impede action. Time
